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[_]. Psior to 10 February 1952, a former barracks installation near Stammersdorf 
(2? 9/8 LO) was occupied! by an undeterminad number of Soviet treops. The 

installation is situated: about 2 km southeast of the Spammersdorf railroad 
scsation on the north sidé of Serasdorfer Strasse and south of the Florids- 
dorfer Zentralfriedhof (cemetery). Gerasdorfer Strasse branches off Bruenner 
Ssrasse in Gross—dedlersdorf (P 9/3 0), and Bruenner Strasse extends teward 
Ssammersdorf. The main zate of the varracks installation faced Oerasdorfer 
Scrasse. Four tank sheds and ¢arage buildings, which were partially used as 
troop billets, were located along the street. Numerous tanks and an undeter- 
mined number of trucks were observed through the open coors of the sarasos. 

25X1 One tank which stood in the barracks yard 
ALL tanks and trucks were exceptionally clean. ‘Some soldiers observed in the 
billeting area wore red-bordered black epaulets with tank insignia. 4 four- 
gsiory ruin and a cutted four-story building were situated behind the jarages.
